This advertifement, for fome rea- 
fon, has touched the feelings of your cor- 
re{pondent. Agricola, or I think he would 
not have condemned Turner’s Machine, 
before he had learnt exaétly on what prin- 
ciples it was conftruéted. For, although 
it was faid to perform by whipping, it 
fhould be obferved that there are various 
modes ot whipping in the world, befides 
that on the back. 

I think Agricola is deeply interefted in 
Hoxie’s Machine, or he would at leaft 
have admitted the “truth to be given in 
evidence,” betore he condemned Turn- 
er’s Machine, merely becaufe Europe had 
not perteéted one on the fame principles. 
He acknowledges that he had not feen 
Turner’s Machine, but had {een Hoxie’s, 
and determines at once that the latter is 
fuperior to any the world can produce.— 
For my part, I teel difpofed to give every 

offible encouragement to improvements 
in general, and in particular to thofe 
which tavor the farmer. I have feen 
both of the Machines above mentioned. I 
think Mr. Hoxie’s Machine, when it firft 
appeared, was a real improvement in 
Thrething. I alfo think that Tuiner’s is 
now the beft that has yet been difcovered. 
tiny opinion, the princighe of whipping,

I communicate to Congrefs a letter tro 
Captain Baiwbridge, commander of th 
Poilacelpliia fripate, informirg us of the 
wreck of chat veffel on the coaft of Tripo- 
i, and that himielf, hts officers and men 
had fallen into the hands of the Tripolitans. 
This accident renders it expedient to ene 


cieafe our force, and enlarge our expen. | 


cesin the Mediterranean beyond what the 
laft appropriation for the naval fervice con- 
cemplated. I recommend theretore to the 
confideration of Congrefs fuchan addition 
'o that appropriation as they may think ibe 
exigency requires.

Tripoit, November 1, 1803. 
Sir, 

Misfortune neceflitates me to make a 
communication the moft diftrefling of my 
life, and, itis with the deepeft regret that 
lL inform yourf the lofs of the United 
Siates trigate Philadeiphia, under my com- 
mand, by being wrecked on rocks be- 
tween four and five miles to the ealtward 
ofthetownolTripoli. The circumftences 
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relating tothis unfortunate event are: At 

A. M. being abpgat five leagues to the 
eaftward of Tripoli, faw a fhip in fhore of 
us ftanding before the wind to the weft- 
ward; we immediately gave chace. She 
hoifted Tripolitan colours and continued 
her courfe very near the fhore: about e- 
leven o’clock had approached the fhore to 
feven fathoms water: commenced firing 
at her, which we continued by ranning 
before the wind until half paft 11, being 
then in 7 fathoms water, and finding our 
fire ineffe€iual to prevent her getting into 
Tripoli, gave up the purfuit, and was bear- 
ing off, when we ran on the rocks in 12 
feet water forward and 17 feet abaft ; im- 
mediately lowered down a boat from the 
ftern, founded and found the greateft depth 
of water aftern, laid a!! fai!s aback loofed 
top gallant fails, and fet a heavy prefs of 
fail canvafs on the fhip, blowing treth, to 
back her off, caft three anchors away trom 
the bows, flarted the water inthe hold, 
hove overboard all the guns, except fume 
abalt to defend the fhip againit the gun 
boats which were then firing onus; found 
all this ineffeétual, then made the laft et- 
fort of lightening her forward by cutting a- 
way her foremaft, which carried the main 
top gallant mait withit: but labor anden. 
terprize were in vain! for our fate was 
direfully fixed. Iam {fully fenfible ofthe 
Jofs that has occurred to our country, and 
the difficulty in which it may turther in- 
volve her with this Regency ; and I feel 
beyond defcription for the brave unfortu- 
nate ofhicers and men under my command, 
who have done every thing in their power 
worthy of the charagter and flations they 
filled ; andI truft on inveftigation of my 
own conduét that it wil! appear to my gov- 
errment and country confiftent with the 
{tation in which I had the honorto be plac- 
ed.

not poflible tor me to guard againft by any
